: "WASHINGTON, Sept. 22._- 
The sinking of an American- 
| owned freighter in waters off 
Iceland, where United States 
warships are patrolling with 
orders to “shoot first,” was 
| reported today by the State 
| Department. 

The latest loss was the steam- 
ship Pink Star, a former Danish 
merchantman taken over by the 
Maritime Commission in July and 
placed under Panamanian registry. 

It was the first such sinking 
since President Roosevelt promul- 
gated his shoot-on-sight policy ap- 
plying to Axis war vessels. 

The Pink Star sailed from New 
York September 3 with a general 
cargo and was sunk September 19, 
only 45 miles from where the 
Steamship Sessa was torpedoed 
August 17. 

Method Undisclosed. 

The Sessa, which also flew the 
flag of Panama, was carrying sup- 
' plies to Iceland. The Pink Star 
was en route to a United Kingdom 
_port by way of Iceland. 
| The official announcement on 
the P.nk Star did not disclose the 
manner of the sinking or the fate 
of the crew of .34. There were 
no Americans aboard, the crew 
consisting of eight Canadians, 
eight Dutchmen, six Britons, three 
Belgians, three Chinese and one 
Pole, one Frenchman, one Portu- 
guese, one Irishman, one Dane and 
one Ecuadorian. 

(The neutrality act forbids 
American citizens and Ameri- 
can flag vessels from sailing 
into combat zones. Transfer 
of the American-owned Pink 
Star to Panamanian registry 
and signing of an alien crew 
permitted the vessel to be 
used in carrying supplies to 
Britain.) 

Formerly Plied Pacific. 

The Pink Star was named the 
Lundby when she plied the Pa- 
cific before the war. She was 357 
feet long, of 6,850 tons dead weight 
and was built in 1926. 


The official text of the 
|Department announcement 
lows: 

“The State Department has been 
informed by the Navy Department 
that the United States govern- 
ment-owned S. S. Pink Star was 
sunk on September 19 at latitude 
61 degrees, 36 minutes north, longi- 
tude 35 degrees, 07 minutes west.

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Opposition Collapses 

An interesting report comes from a highly 
reliable source in Washington. It is to the effect 
that organized Republican opposition to the 
administration’s foreign policy has completely 
collapsed. : 

There will continue, undoubtedly, sporadic 
individual attacks against Roosevelt and 
against this nation’s defense program—there 
are a few in both houses of congress who have 
permitted themselves to become so blinded by 
personal hate or partisanship they cannot dis- 
tinguish between politics and disloyalty to the 
nation. But definite opposition to any items 
in the defense program on the sole ground that 
the administration is Democratic and must, 
therefore, be obstructed in every possible way 
by all Republicans, is over. 

The reason given is that many Republican 
members of congress have heard from “the 
folks back home.” And those folks do not like 
anything which savors of an attempt to ham- 
string this country in these critical days. 

The spark which, it is said, set off this out- 
raged uprising by the Republican folks back 
home was the vote in the house on the Dill 
to extend extension of draft service. That bill

won, you remember, by a margin of only one. 


vote. Afterwards many Republicans went home, 
in August, for vacations and while there were 
asked, in no uncertain terms, why they voted 
against the bill. Many of the most indignant 
constituents were among the most influential 
people in their communities. 

Apparently, the Republican representatives 
Jearned a badly needed lesson. They learned 
that, regardless of party affiliation, the vast 
majority of Americans are awake to the truth 
about the world situation. That the nation, as a 
whole, is far ahead of congress—judging by 
votes—in understanding, especially far ahead of 
any, Republicans or Democrats, who do any- 
thing to obstruct the national program for de- 
fense and full aid to the democracies now fight- 
ing our battles. 

The result of this congressional awakening, 
it is said, is that there will be no serious op- 
position to the new lease-lend bill when it 
reaches the floor of either house. There’ll be 
some irreconcileable obstructionists to make 
joud, individual attacks. But the minority party, 
@s a party, will be quite silent. 

Furthermore it is stated that, so strongly 
has the congress realized, what all the nation 
realizes, that we have been put actually into 
the war by Nazi piracy; congress would today 
vote, overwhelmingly, to declare a state of war 
existent should President Roosevelt ask it. 

This country is dedicated, with all it has, to 
destruction of Hitlerism and the Axis. The 
President long ago made that clear. The people, 
as a whole, have approved that policy. And 
now, at last, even the congress is realizing the 
Same truth and realizing, too, that few Ameri- 
cans will have any enthusiasm for represent- 
atives or senators who do anything to hinder 
successful prosecution of that policy. 

Even Republicans learn that, if they desire 
re-election, they make sad mistake when they 
seek to obstruct the national administration in 
its difficult task of protecting the nation. 


New Uses of Rosin 

Of peculiar interest to Georgia, which pro- 
duces more naval stores than any other state, is 
announcement of the near completion of a new 
plant, at Hattiesburg, Miss., for the production 
of derivatives of rosin. The new plant will go 
into operation sometime next month and con- 
struction is already beginning on an additional 
unit. The two together will double the output 
of the Hercules Powder Company at its Hatties- 
burg plant. 

Rosin derivatives are used in the manufac- 
ture of lacquers and paints, plastics, roofing, 
floor tile and the box toes of men’s and wom- 
en's shoes. When the unlimited range of use 
for plastics, for instance, is remembered, the 
market for rosin, a southern and especially a 
Georgia product, is seen to have been trg¢mend- 
ously expanded. 

Modern industrial science is constantly find- 
ing new uses for old products and, in many 
instances, for the waste which but yesterday

was considered only fit for destruction. Science, 
hand in hand with economic betterment of 
distribution, is slowly bringing about the day 
when no man need lack for any of the normal 
comforts of life, let alone the necessities. At 
the same time it is opening new markets and 
bringing new money into the pockets of the 
producers. 

It is teaching, too, that, hidden in the secrets 
of the fields, the mines, the rivers, the forests 
and the air, are resources. yet undreamed, re- 
sources which, if properly and decently used, 
may yet make of this earth a Utopia, a heaven 
beyond the power of present day man’s imagi- 
nation to conceive. 


Glynn Health Record 

The splendid health record achieved by 
Glynn county in the past year should be a 
source of pride not only to the people of that 
county, but to the citizens of the entire state. 
It is a record that accomplishes two important 
things. First, it is a mark for the rest of the 
counties of the state to shoot at, for it proves 
that health of communities can be achieved. 
Second, it goes a long way toward refuting 
those persons who are inclined to believe that 
“Tobacco Road” is Georgia, and Georgia, 
“Tobacco Road.” 

It is no small thing that Glynn county has 
accomplished. For, during 1940, not a person 
died from the so-called diseases of childhood— 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles or whooping 
cough. Nor was there a single death from ty- 
phoid and malaria, those two one-time scourges 
of the Georgia coast. 

Co-operation by the people of Glynn with 
Dr. Millard E. Winchester, of the Glynn county 
board of health, one of the best men in his field 
in the entire country, made this record possible. 

In announcing the new record of public 
health achievement, Dr. Winchester warned 
that confidence bred by past successes must 
not lead to fatal neglect in the future. The 
fight must go on. There can be no resting on 
laurels. 

Dr. Winchester wrote: “Our future genera- 
tions may grow up in an apparently aseptic 
world, so far as infectious diseases are con- 
cerned. The childhood diseases will have dis- 
appeared entirely. The common cold will have 
gone the way of the dodo, and smallpox will be 
only a memory of past generations. But these 
curses will still be lingering in some forgotten 
spot and there will be an old-time epidemic of 
smallpox if vaccination is discontinued for a 
few years. The diphtheria bacillus will be wait- 
ing for us to stop Immunization and control, 
and it will be clutching at the throats of our 
children again.” 


Two Ways of Life 


Contrasts between this country and the na- 
tions of Europe become sharper as the inhu- 
manity of the prevailing Nazi overlordship of 
conquered European lands increases. A reading 
of the news from Europe day by day, or a read- 
ing between the lines of the dispatches, is all 
that is necessary to learn the depths of man’s 
inhumanity to man which are being reached by 
the cruel fanatics of Hitlerism. To those ad- 
herents of the anachronistic philosophy of ter- 
ror and tyranny, human life has no value and 
still less meaning. 

Thus great contrast is offered between the 
United States and Europe in the announcement 
by the Georgia Chapter of the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis that the highly 
specialized services of the physiotherapists of 
the famous Warm Springs Foundation will be 
offered free to any patient who contracted polio 
in the recent epidemic. What a world of dif- 
ference there is between this news and reports 
from occupied France telling of summary ex- 
ecutions, of wanton killing, of cruelty beyond 
words! For a further difference, one needs only 
to consider the reports from Poland, which 
make the reports from France pale by com- 
parison. 3 

Here, then, we have the American way and 
the Nazi way. One seeks to save; the other, 
to destroy. One recognizes the value of the in- 
dividual as a human being; the other sees in 
him only two things, cannon fodder and Slave. 
One holds out a helping hand to those in dis- 
tress; the other kicks a man down and then 
kicks him on the ground. One says: “We come 
to serve.” The other says: “We come to plunder 
and enslave.”

HERE COMES WINTER

Fall and winter are on their way. Many parts 
of the country are still enjoying clear, warm days 
—but- the months of rain and snow and cold 
aren’t far off. 

The, winter season brings with it some of the 
greatest fire hazards—hazards which are respon- 
sible for thousands of deaths and the destruction 
of millions of dollars worth of property each year. 
Yet those hazards can be easily corrected. 


Winter hazard number one is your heating 
plant. Before long, it will be subjected to maxi- 
mum load. Any defect, any weakness, may result 
in a disastrous fire. That is true of furnaces, 
stoves, fireplaces and everything which has to do 
with creating and conveying heat. Don’t be your 
own inspector—that is not an amateur’s job, Call 
in a qualified repairman. It won’t cost much— 
and it may save a life, a home, or a factory. 

Another hazard is exposed electric wiring. 
Cords fray, and fixtures get out of whack. Short 
days involve heavy use of light. Here again, a 
qualified expert should make all repairs. And 
keep a stock of fuses on hand—the more or less 
common act of using a penny to replace a burned- 
out fuse is an invitation to disaster.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
RUSSIAN CAMPAIGN WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Informed 


Washington sources are convinced 
that Hitler is now in the midst of a supreme effort to wind up the 
Russian campaign before winter sets in. Concerted attacks on 
Leningrad, Kiev and the Ukraine sector around Odessa indicate that 
the German high command has given orders to take these important 
cities at all costs, hopeful that a break-through. at these widely scat- 
tered strategical points will result in a general rout of the Russian 
army. 

So discouraging has been the war news recently from the eastern 
front that some of our officials have lost a part of their earlier 
optimism and now admit frankly that the possibility of a Russian 
collapse cannot be written off entirely 

This latest drive of the Nazis, the full force of which is just 
now being felt, has been in progress for three weeks, as recon- 
structed by our officials here. Its main threat is not only directed 
at the three important cities mentioned, but also to the vital in- 
dustries of the Donets and Don basins, to the Caucasus oil region, 
and even to the supply route from Persia, through which the 
British hope to send aid in the form of materials and men. 


WOULD BE HEAVY BLOW 
' be a heavy blow to the Rus- 


sians. There is no present way of telling what its effect would 
be on Russian morale. Both sides have lost great quantities of 
equipment, but the Germans aré acknowledged to have larger re- 
serve resources and reported to be employing them at full capacity. 

The German drive offers the earmarks of being a final effort to 
stake everything on preventing the Soviet campaign from going 
into the winter months. 

Under the circumstances, Senator Walter George, Georgia, chair- 
man of the Senate Finance Committee and past chairman of the 
foreign relations body, thinks it would be a fatal error for congress 
to impose any limitation against the use of new lease-lend appro- 
priations for Russian aid. He was prompted to make this warning 
by threats that have come from isolationist sources to offer such 
an amendment when the $5,985,000,000 bill, embodying the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation for the second installment of lease-lend 


funds, comes before the house soon. 
WOULD BE DESTRUCTIVE Senator George emphasized the 
point that to deny Russia par- 
ticipation in the aid funds would be highly destructive to Soviet 
morale and injurious to American prestige. He has little doubt that 
an amendment of the kind would be beaten down, but feels that it 
would contribute nothing to the crucial Russian situation to have it 
even presented at this time. 

Three months of fighting have depleted Russian reserves of 
equipment to such an extent that Moscow must necessarily depend 
on a flow of new supplies from the United States and the British 
if its army is to carry on indefinitely against the Germans. This 
will be all the more true if the Germans succeed in their present 
objectives against key industrial production centers. There is no 
shortage of Russian man power. 

The concern of our officials over current developments on the 
eastern front lies in the realization that, if Russfa does collapse, 
an immeasurable demand will be put upon our war effort. Some 
highly-placed congressional leaders, kept regularly informed on war 
events, see a necessity, which they believe inescapable, of us raising 
an army of five or six million men to be‘*sent to Europe to serve 
with the British in defeating Hitler. 


LAST MAN POWER With the Russians out of the war, the 
United States, they contend, would be 


the last great nation left with man power to be drawn upon for 
crushing the Axis. They see little hope of breaking down German 
morale through bombing attacks, or starving the Nazis out through 
blockades, which worked effectively during the last World War. 
All of Germany’s needs, with the exception of oil, are being supplied 
from the Nazi-occupied countries of Europe. If she captures Rus- 
sia, or a considerable part of it, even this deficiency in her war 
requirements will be met, thus opening a vista of the war being 
prolonged for years, unless we did send an invading army to Eu- 
rope to collaborate with the British in bringing things to an end. 

In short, the ability of the Russians to stand up may ultimately 
mean the difference between continuing our present policy of aiding 
the enemies of the Nazis with materials and supplies, and sending 
another expeditionary force to Europe, At least, that is the ap-

MR. PALMER UPHELD A couple of weeks ago I was in 


Washington, sitting deep in one of

It is high time for many of us to confess our error and give the 
devil his due. 

Before this appears in print, the Russians may suffer great 
reverses and conceivably may crack up, but still the fact will remain 
that most of us were badly mistaken in our estimate of Russia’s 
morale, preparedness and competence. 

Those of us who try to study and report facts objectively, without 
bias or prejudice, had seen abundance of evidence of Russia’s weak- 
ness. 

The Russian peasant is not a natural mechanic and is slow to 
learn factory skills. 

Trucks and farm machinery produced in Russian factories were 
admittedly faulty and often broke down. 

Russian tanks and planes used in Spain were inferior to German 
machines. 

The Russian army had a hard time defeating little Finland and 
exhausted its reserves of material before the job was finished. 

Stalin’s purges had deprived the Russian army of its most ex- 
perienced and best trained leaders, and competent general officers 
are not developed in a few months. 

Russian railways were in bad condition, short of rolling stock 
and without sufficient track or terminal facilities. 

And Stalin’s wholesale butchéries and cruelties had beyond doubt 
caused millions of his subjects to hate him and yearn for his de- 
struction. 

These things were known to the world, and doubtless were the 
basis of Hitler’s calculations when he planned a quick and easy 
victory. 

But the Russians had planned more shrewdly. 

They had been intelligent enough to realize that Hitler, regard- 
less of all professions of friendship, would attack them when he 
was ready. 

They had been smart enough to build great munitions factories. 
some far from the border. and to make tens‘of thousands of efficient 
planes and tanks. 

They had been competent enough to build weapons as good as 


- any in the world, to train millions of men to use them, and to build 


defenses superior to anything found in Europe outside of Germany. 
Finally, the truth still holds that “twice armed is he whose cause 
is just; and Russians fighting to protect their homes have proved 
themselves equal to Hitler’s best veterans. 
Come what will, and despite Stalin’s sins, the Russian people 
have won the admiration and sympathy of the world. ;

He told the audience how the 
city’s officials and industrialists 
had met at the outset of defense 
program and formed a plan for 
molding community spirit, made 
surveys of manpower and avail- 
able machinery, opened defense 
schools operating 24-hour shifts 
and held labor parleys between 
workers and manufacturers. 

“We pooled our manpower, 
tools, effort and secured co-oper- 
ation between Democrats and Re- 
publicans and forgot political af- 
filiations and past grievances to 
elevate our city to the heights of 
the nation’s model defense city,” 
he declared.

This was the eighth game of 
the World Series between John McGraw’'s New York Giants and 
Jake Stahl’s Boston Red Sox. They were all even, three and three, 
with a tie game for good measure. Smoky Joe Wood had won two 
games for Boston but was not available for the eighth game, having 
pitched the day before. Big Six Mathewson had won two games 
for New York and was on the mound for the rubber game, having 
three days’ rest. No Sunday games were played in the east then. 


“Hugh Bedient was the dark horse for Boston, no one ever 
dreaming Jake Stahl wouid select him for the final game. But 
Bedient was the boy. The Giants scored one in the second on a 
double and a single. The Red Sox scored one in the third. With 
two outs and a man on second, Speaker popped down first-base 
line, an easy out, but Matty Myers, catcher, and Merkle first base- 
man, thought the other had it. So it was only a foul, strike two, 
and on the next pitch Speaker singled to center, scoring runner 
from second, tying up the game. 

“The Giants scored one run in the fifth on a single, sacrifice and 
another single. The Red Sox tied it up in the sixth. First batter 
struck out, then a single and a sacrifice. A man on second, two 
down and wow! Freddie Snodgrass made his $50,000 muff of an 
easy fly to tie up game again. This was Snodgrass’ second error of 
the entire season and after the game John McGraw patted Snod- 
grass on the back and told him to forget it as he still was the 
greatest outfielder in the National League. This was one of the 
many kind acts that made McGraw the idol of his players. To get 
back to the game, no scoring for the next three innings. However, 
in the Giants’ half of the eighth inning, with two outs and a man 
on second, Larry Doyle, hard-hitting second baseman, hit a terrific
